Q.— I have a book called “Scenario of 
the Photo-Drama of Creation” on page 
57 of which I read “ Paul explains to us 
that Jesus’ baptism symbolized the full 
consecration of His life to God as a 
sacrifice, even 
unto 
death 
(Hebrews 
10:5-9).” 
How does this text support 
the author’s view? 
(W . E. H.) 
Answer.—Judging by the name of 
the volume, we would presume that all 
the explanations were quite brief and 
that there was not iii this case space 
to give in full the Scriptures necessary 
to establish the point. 
The author’s 
position seems to be quite correct, but 
it requires quite a lengthy examination 
of many Scriptures to arrive at the 
conclusion which he has succinctly 
stated. The Apostle tells us that God 
had prepared Jesus a body for the suf­ 
fering of death (Hebrews 10:5). This 
was tile purpose for which He came into 
the world, and to do the Father’s will 
would mean the completion of sacri­ 
fice in death. 
Inasmuch as “so many 
of us as were baptized into Jesus 
Christ were baptized into His death’’ 
(Romans G:3>, evidently baptism must 
have meant the same to Him as to us 
—a baptism into death. 
The immer­ 
sion in water is merely a figurative 
representation of the real submerging 
of the candidate’s will into the will of 
God. 
Thence, like the Apostle Paul, 
he “dies daily," “always bearing about 
iii the body the dying of the Lord 
Jesus" (I Corinthians 15:31; 2 Corin­ 
thians 4:10). 
A fair, unbiased exami­ 
nation of the Apostle’s writings could 
hardly fail to convince one that he 
thought and wrote of baptism as a 
symbol of complete consecration.

The treaties provide that “all d i ­ 
lutes of every nature whatsoever, to 
the settlement of which previous ar­ 
bitration treaties do not apply, shall, 
when diplomatic methods of adjust­ 
ment have failed, be referred to a 
permanent international commission” 
and the signatory nations “agree not 
to declare war 
or 
begin hostilities 
during such investigation 
or before 
the report is submitted.” 
Obviously we 
are 
not 
going to 
start war with any 
nation, 
or any 
ration with us, if we have time to 
cool dowm and come to 
our senses 
while a stolid, disinterested commis­ 
sion is adjusting the row'. If anything 
goes wrong, ac something easily may 
i:i this complicated struggle, the w'ar 
will probably be over before we get 
to fighting—and then there won’t be 
any fight. 
Similar treaties already 
agreed to 
by Turkey and Greece, will further 
limit the possibility of trouble. Ger­ 
many, Russia and Japan have signi­ 
fied their acceptance of the principle 
involved, although 
the 
conventions 
with them have not yet been draft­ 
ed. We hope they are as sincere in 
their approval as the American peo­ 
ple are in putting forth the proposal 
At any rate, weighed 
in the diplo­ 
matic scales, it is as much to their 
advantage as ours.

RULE NOT LIKED 


Dalmatians Find It Difficult to Under­ 
stand Teutonic Militarism and 
Viennese Methods, 


\ ienna.—Austrian rule is not to the 
liking of the Dalmatians. That Slavon­ 
ic race, softened by Indian influence, 
finds it difficult to understand Teu­ 
tonic militarism and Viennese meth­ 
ods. 
In towm and country the people 
are ready enough to confide their 
grievances to foreigners, but when an 
Austrian looms up in ear-shot they 
quickly change the conversation. Fear 
of Austrian spies is everywhere. 
The annexation of Bosnia and Her­ 
zegovina was looked upon frowningly 
by the Dalmatians. There v;as Sn- 


other piece of Slavonic land taken 
away from its rightful ow’ners. How­ 
ever, they see that Austria is doing 
now for her new’ 
provinces 
what 
France did for Dalmatia a century 
&go, and there is a feeling of jeal­ 
ousy creeping into their discontent. 
It is a fact that Austria no more 
exerts herself in Dalmatia, if she ever 
Aid. 
Her hold upon the land is se­ 
cure, sanctioned by time, whereas in 
the two countries further north she 
still feels that she must justify her 
high-handed appropriation. 
Further­ 
more there is natural wealth to be 
exploited in Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
while Dalmatia has liotliing but a 
little pasture land and a long, dented 
coast. 


At the mouth of the River Narenta 
lies Netkowitz, the port whence tho 
bodies of the Archduke Francis Ferdi­ 
nand and the Duchess of Hohenberg 
wero taken to Trieste on board a 
warship. The little town is in the 
center of a most unhealthy district 
and it derives its only importance 
from the fact that the Bosnia railway 
runs down and ends here. The stretch 
of land between Netkowitz and Ra- 
gusa, to the southeast, is the strang­ 
est of the many curious spots in 
these provinces. It is perfect deso­ 
lation—rocks and rocks, nothing but 
rocks, with a gray sky above. 
But when Ragusa appears against 
the horizon, the desert vanishes, yield­ 
ing to that luxurious semi-tropical 
vegetation upon which the ancient city 
lies as a jewel on a bed of velvet. 
Such are the contrasts that startle 
tho traveler everywhere in those Bal­ 
kan provinces of x\ustria. It is an ex­ 
traordinary interesting land, and full 
of great possibilities if peace can be 
beld. Austria is doing what ber judg­ 
ment tells her is the best. 
She may 
yet reap incalculable reward for ber 
efforts.
